Mr. Theodore Moss Enters the List 
Against the Illicit Dealers in Cards 
of Admission to Metropolitan Places 
of Amusements—Treated as a Nui-

New Tong. October 30.—There are going te be 
lively times before long in connection with the 
warfare against the ticket speculators, who have 
been accustomed lately to hanging about the 
theaters in New York. Now that Theodore Moss 
has feit constrained to enter the list against these 
illicit dealers in cards of admission to Metropolitan 
places of amusement, there seems to be little doubt 
tnat nearly all other managers will whee! into line. 
Moss bas long been regarded as the most tenacious 
supporter of the genera! idea of ticket specuiation, 
In both of the theaters bearing 
the name of Lester Wallack. private specu- 
lators have always been run by Moss, and 
upon a l great engagementsa very large amount 
ol money has been cleared in this direction. This 
gentieman bas. however, irmly placed himself on 
record as opposed toticket speculation at the 

ut time. and through the ingenuity of bis 

val adviser, ex-Judge Dittenhoeter, be has 
adopted a method of disposing of the speculators 
which is new and like y to preve more effectiv~ 
with less outlay of work and money ha ann of 
the others which have been tried. Moss began by 
circulating a petition among (the property bolder: 
of the tiock upon which Wallack's Tueater stands, 
the purport of which was that the specu- 
lators were regarded as a distinct osuisance 
by the peepie in possession of the various 
stores and houses. This makes it necessary
